The Allies’ recovery of the Belgian ports 
can, if necessary, be utilised for the pur- 


pose of opening up a new line of sea 
communications. In any case the clear- 
ance of the Flanders coast brings the 
Allies beyond the obstacle of the Yser 
floods, which has hitherto impeded their 
progress, and enables them to deploy on a 
broad front in their campaign for the 
deliverance of Belgium. In the north 
Belgian cavalry were yesterday at the gates 
of Bruges. In the south the line of the 
Lvs has been turned, and the next line on 
which the enemy can rally is that of the 
Scheldt, The advance in Flanders has had 
the result of outflanking by the north the 
whole of the industrial area centring upon 
Lille. which could only have been pene- 
trated by frontal attack at the cost of very 
heavy fighting and also of the complete 
devastation of the area. Yesterday troops 
of General Birdwood’s Fifth Army entered 
Lille and Deouai without opposition, 
and troops of General Plumer s Second 
Army converging from the north entered 
the town of Tourcoing, between Lille and 
the Lys. It is very notable that the enemy 
have apparently made no attempt to de 
stroy Lille, and that, instead of carrying 
away the inhabitants, they assembled them 
and sent them forward to meet the ad- 
vancing British troops. This is a new 
departure which we may note as being. of 
high political significance. It suggests that 
President Wilson’s stern warning that the 
Allies could not for a moment entertain 
the idea of an armistice while the German 


Armies continued their outrages in occu- 
pied territory has had its effect upon the 
German Government. That Government 
is evidently endeavouring at the eleventh 
hour to show proof that it is, in fact, in 
a position to control the wanton malice 


of the military party. In any case we may ' 
’ 


be thankful that the greatest of the in- 
dustrial districts of France, and the his- 
toric towns of Belgium, are passing again 
into the hands of our Allies without suffer- 
ing more than they have already suffered 
from the savagery of the enemy. 

"While these fruitful operations have 
been in progress at the northern end of 
the Allied line, Sir Douglas Haig has 
resumed -his attack eastwards from Le 
Cateau. He reports that the renewed 
attack yesterday on a ten-mile front from 
Le Cateau southwards towards the Oise 
encountered strong opposition from the 
enemy, who were holding their positions 
in strength and had seven divisions in line 
on the front of attack. They delivered, 
moreover, a series of determined counter- 
attacks in the course of the days heavy 
fighting. Despite this strong opposition, 
the right wing of the attack achieved an 


advance to a depth of over two miles across 


high ground, and further north the whole | 


of the line of the Selle up to Le Cateau 
was carried and progress was made on the 
high ground east of the river. The deter- 
mined nature of the enemy’s resistance on 
this part of the front is easily intelligible. 
Sir Douglas Haig’s new attack is directed 
straight towards Hirson, a junction of 
vital importance on the enemy : main line 
of lateral communication. In the presence 
of the fluid situation which has developed 
it would be idle to speculate on the 
future; but the tendency of the Allied 
operations as a whole is beginning to 
emerge. The bulk of the German forces 
in Northern France are now fighting with 


' 


their backs to the obstacle oí the Ardennes. . 


The greater part of these forces must be 
withdrawn northwards round that obstacle 


Sambre on to the Belgian railway system, 
while the rest must retire eastwards 
through the gap between the southern end 
of the Ardennes and the Verdun front 
which the Americans afe steadily closing. 
To mancuvre a force round an obstacle 
against a heavy pressure in flank is 
notably one of the most perilous of mili- 
tary undertakings. That is the problem 
which confronts the mass of the German 
Armies west of the Ardennes.

plicated by the fact that the Allied ad- 
vance in Flanders throws the German 
Armies.further north back upon the same 
system of railway communications through 
the Belgian plain, and adds to the exist

Richmond Asylifm and Rates. 


sIhe ratepayers of Dublin will note, 
perhaps without surprise, but certainly 
not without pretest, the proceedings of 
the Joint Committee of the Richmond Dis- 
trict Asylum at its meeting yesterday. A 
committee of the whole Board which has 
considered an application on behalf of the 
attendant and nursing staffs for increased 
pay and shorter hours,of duty presented a 
recommendation which was adopted by a 
majority of the committee. This recom- 
mendation proposed to grant the applica- 
tion of the staffs for £1 a week addition 
to the pre-war rates.of salary. It was 
estimated that this grant would add a 
yearly sum of £13,070 on the existing rates. 
A proposal that this recommendation 
should be recommitted and that particu- 
lars of the initial and present salaries in 
the various grades should be supplied to 
the members of the committee was de- 
feated. A further amendment was then 
moved and carried proposing to give the 
attendants the same war increase as was 
granted in the case of the Dundrum 
Asylum—namely, 19s. a week to male 
attendants and 12s. 6d. a week to female 
attendants. This proposal, not much more 
modest than the original recommendation, 
will cost the ratepayers £9,500 a year. We 
have no doubt that the staffs of the Asylum 
are entitled to-claim certain increases of 
salary.

News from every quarter pours in at 
such a rate nowadays that it is most difh- 
cult to gauge the situation at any given 
moment. The outstanding event of to-day 
is that the British forces have taken Lille, 
thus releasing the second largest city in 
France from the thrall of the imvader. 
France’s Manchester must have suffered 
cruelly, for we know that it has been the 
object of countless financial exactions by 
the enemy, while practically all the 
machinery by which its industries were 
carried on and its wealth created has been 
carried away into-Germany. Such a loss 
must mean millions of money to Lille, 
and its industries must remain at a stand- 
still. 

Anything may happen within the next 
twenty-four hours, and it would be a very 
wise man who céuld forecast with accuracy 
what the position on the western front may 
be to-morrow. The fall of Lille and Ostend 
probably means the farewell of the Ger- 
mans to the greater part of Belgium and 
the complete evacuation of the Flanders’ 
coast. The Belgian Army is only a few 
miles from Bruges, having occupied 
Thourout and Schoore. Im addition to 
these great successes in Flanders and 
Northern France, the British troops have 
launched a new offensive on a ten miles 
front south of Le Cateau. The military 
Situation of the Allies has never been so 
promising as it is to-day. 

Nothing ss heard of the German High 
Seas Fleet im all these times, but it is 
unlikely that the war will come to an end 
without an effort being made by the Kaiser 
to damage our sea-power. Sir Robertson 
Nicol, in the British Weekly to-day, says 
that Sir David Beatty was asked a few 
days ago if he anticipated the coming out 
The reply was: “I 
certainly do; they will have to do so.” 
This may mean either that the Germans 
will: be. compelled by circumstances to 
fight, or that the Allied Navies will be in 
a position to compel them. 

The Kaiser had not abdicated. yesterday 
nor to-day, so far as we know, but it is 
thought that abdication cannot be long 
delayed. It is now clear beyond doubt 
that the situation in Germany is fast be-
